FORMAL REPLY

WASHINGTON, Auk. 13.*—Representatives of union 
miners and operators in the anthracite field were sum­ 
moned today by the federal coal commission to meet in 
New York City Wednesday to renew negotiations de­ 
signed to avert a suspension of anthracite production on 
September I. 
The summons, which constituted the first step of govern­ 
mental intervention in the existing deadlock over a new 
wage contract, was issued with the approval of President 
Coolidge after he had discussed the situation with Chair­ 
man Hammond of the coal commission and Dr. Otis Smith, 
a member of the commission. 
It will be the design of the commission to act solely as 
agents of mediation and conciliation,, for the time being. 
It’a object will he to work out 
some compromise which will re­ 
sult in the continued operation of
